Beaten on Stretch

In the Millross 600, Ted was beaten
on the stretch. He turned into the
stralghtawny second to Caldwell, and
finished third, with Tom Campbell, &
Chicago wschool boy, second, A few
years ago It was virtually impossible
to outsprint him on the home streich.

Caldwell won last night In one min-
ute, sixtesn and three-fifths secons. Prior
to the raca Ted belleved 1:16 would be
good enough to win. It was, but Ted
couldn’t do it, and nelther could any
one else in the fleld,

At the gun the Penneylvania hero
stepped out like the Meredith of old and
snatched the pole at the first turn. O
from the line with him were Caldwell,
Campbell, C. C. Shaughnessy, of the
Knighta of St Anthony, and Homer
Baker, former New York star, who I»
running unattached.

Homer Baker Falls

As the fleld rounded into the first
stralghtaway, Baker's feet got all
balled up, and he fell sprawling full
length acrosa the boards. That was 8
break for Ted, for the rest of the fleld
behind Baker waa held up at least two
stdires, The Meadowhrook flier atayed
out In front for the first lap, but then
Caldwell asserted himself and sprinted
to the pace-setting position. Campbell
wns third and Shaughnessy hrought up
the rear, ‘They ran in that position
until they entered the home stretch,

The battle was on. Twelve thousand
persans showed encouragement as Mere-
dith called upon hin stiffening muscles
to carry him to the tape. Up came his
legs o little higher, his head was throwm
back and his face twisted with exer-
tlon. Ha put everything he had into
that drive, but the fleeing Caldwell wan
not to ba caught. He drew farther away
with each lift of his ankles, and Camp-
bell, sprinting desperately, crept closer.
